TRUST FUNDS. 


Herewith is a statement of the Trust Funds in possession 
of the town and the disposition made of the same; 


THE COL. THOMAS NESMITH FUND. 


One thousand dollars was given to the town by Mr. Nes- 
mith in May,1871. This fund is invested in the Town of 
Windham, and six per cent. interest is paid annually for tha 
purchase of new books for the Nesmith Library. 


GEORGE WILSON FUND. 


One thousand dollars was given to the town by Mr. 
Wilson, Jan. 21, 1893, the income to be used in beautifying 
and fertilizing the cemetery on the hill. The fund was depos- 
ited in the Mechanics Bank of Nashua. In about three 
months after the deposit was made the bank was put in the 
hands of a receiver. Two dividends of 15 per cent. each and 
one of ten per cent. have since been paid by the bank, the 
balance still remaining, with the prospect of another small 
dividend in the future. 

Mr. Wilson kindly supplemented his gift by sending a 
check in May, 1896, for five hundred dollars, to make good to 
the town the possible loss on the deposit. The #500 is inves- 
ted in the town of Windham. 


DORA HASELTINE FUND. 


Five hundred dollars was given to the town in May, 1896, 
by Dora Haseltine, and six per cent. interest to be paid an- 
nually for the care of the ‘“* Cemetery on the Plain.” It is 
invested in the Town of Windham,

ARMSTRONG MEMORIAL FUND. 


One thousand dollars was given to the town in 1889 by 
George W. Armstrong. ‘The income to be used in and about 
the Armstrong Memorial Building. 

' The fund was invested in five shares of the capital stock 
of the Pullman Car Company. Quarterly dividends of ten 
dollars each have since been received. A report of the use 
of these dividends will be found in the report of the Treas- 
urer of the Board of Library ‘Trustees.

SCHOOL REPORT. 





Eighteenth annual report of the School Board. 

Our schools have been in session during the past year 
twenty-seven weeks:—Twelve weeks Spring term, and fifteen 
weeks Fall and Winter term. This has been supplemented in 
Districts 2, 4 and 6, by an additional four weeks each. Every 
District except No. 7 has had sessions in its own honse, and al- 
though some schools were rather small, the Committee felt that it 
was advisable to keep school in all these Districts, and are graitfied 
with the results obtained in them. 


We feel that the teachers have done as good work in every 
District as they were capable of doing under the circumstances, and 
regret exceedingly that we cannot have a better attendance in every 
school in town. We all know that our work cannot be done as 
well if we are interrupted while pursuing it, as it would be could 
we keep at it constantly from beginning to finish. It is really too 
bad that children should be allowed to leave school at as early an 
age as some have in the past few years. We older ones remember 
when boys and girls over fourteen or fifteen years of age were not 
ashamed to go to school, and why should those of that age now 
object to attending? Certainly it cannot be that they think they 
know enough, and if so, their parents must know better. It may 
be that they think they are not getting along fast enough in school 
with their studies, and by the time they are qualified to enter the 
High School they will be too old. We believe there is something 
in that. 


President Patten of Princeton says, ‘‘that boys should be able 
to enter College at seventeen”. Now, in order to do so they should 
enter the High School at thirteen, and how many boys in this 
town can do so at that age? We know that boys and girls in the 


city schools do enter the High School at thirteen and even a year 
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or two younger. We do not feel competent to criticise Pres. Pat- 
ten, but we honestly believe that so strenuous a life cannot be con- 
sistent with thoroughness, as the physical being cannot keep up 
with such mental work as would be thrown upon the brain at such 
a tender age. 


At the same time we know that it is between the ages of 12 
and 18 that the brain is in its best condition to retain the impres- 
sions made upon it, as a basis to work upon in after years. If our 
children to keep up with the times, must enter the High School at 
thirteen or fourteen, they certainly must be pushed faster in our 
schools. The child’s brain is capable of much more work than is 
thrown upon it to do in our country schools, and the more it has 
to do, the more it can do, up td a certain point, and a knowledge 
of when that point is reached, demonstrates the capacity and use- 
fulness of the teacher. 

Look back over the past ten years, and out of an average of 
about one hundred pupils attending our schools each year, how 
many have entered upon a higher education than our schools 
afford them?
